Applicant stated as "(1) Preparing a document i^^nce ..." The applicant also stated as "rather than disclosing the foregoing features, 
Sato et al. discloses extracting one or more keywords from non-structural document and then relating each of the extracted keywords to a 
predetermined DTD at the index (1). Sato et al. is silent about the plural elements defining plural type of logical structures." The prior art 
Sato et al. (US Patent 6,014.680) teaches at Fig. 1-4, col. 8, lines 10-15 and lines 24-64. 
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
